This year's Daytona 200 is shaping up to be the greatest one on record, Those 
are strong words for an event that has run since 1937 but it is true, none the less, 
March 15th will mark the 323i start of the most famous of the AMA Nationals and it 
will be the climax of a hectic week of dirt track races and road races for Novices, 
Amateurs and Experts, 

It ali started as Harley vs Indian, then for a few years Norton challenged, later 
Triumph and BSA, and most recent, Yamaha and Suzuki. 

The annual Speedweek at Daytona from March 9th through 15th now has all the 
major brands, plus quite a few that are not so major, all going for the big win in 
the “Daytona 200”, 

The new ruling allowing 750cc machines has thrown the door open to an entirely 
new phase in racing, a phase that will unfold on March 15th. 

New names such as Honda, Guzzi, Norton and BMW join the list that grows daily 
for America’s oldest and most traditiónal race, The stakes for this single event 
stand at $15,000 plus, 

For the first time the famed Speedway will play host to the three cylinder ma- 
chiaes of Triumph and BSA, The four cylinders of Honda, the twins of BMW, Norton, 
Guzzi and Harley’s new 750 overhead valve twin. 

ilever before has the race atmosphere changed so completely from one year to 
the next, Everybody has jumped on the bandwagon now but only one rider and one 
machine can win, This is the only aspect that has not changed, Elation is assured for 
one and disappointment is guaranteed for many. 

At the present time all but a very few are all smiles and all going well over the

Ken Pressgrove, the third member of the BSA team campaigning in the Nationals 
is still recovering from injuries incurred at Houston and will be out of action until 
April. 

The BSA engines have had more hours on the wall than any of this year’s new 
engines as a result of the BSA record runs conducted last year. 

Top speed is a big factor at Daytona as well as experience and reliability. The 
factory is claiming 170 mph for the specially built Daytona machines and Hailwood 
brings in what amounts to years of road racing and Daytona experience, BSA’s long 
distance record runs gave them a chance to work out the reliability so they could

and waiting — just in case. Harley is supposed to have 200 of the new road racers for 
sale by race time but don’t expect to see many more than five at Daytona, A good 
bet at 5 to 1, 


EZONIETAA HONDA: For the first time since Honda came to this country to sell 
motorcycles they will be joining the club. Early reports hada 
small budget team coming from England on a private basis, Honda 
officials denied there would be a team but the ink was not even dry 

before they were in Daytona and not just sunning themselves on the beach. For some 

reason or other Honda always made a big thing out of entering European Grand Prix 
events but have tried to keep Daytona a deep dark secret, Now they have brought out 
of retirement two of their former Grand Prixriders, Tommy Robb and Ralph Bryans 
from Ireland and added American Dick Mann for good measure, In addition they have 

Bill Smith, who is one of the largest Honda dealers in England and races many local 

events, It’s hardly an accidental gathering of nameless faces who will enter the 

Honda 750сс four cylinders into national competition for the first time, 

Guiding the team direction, but still not admitting it at this time is Bob Hansen 
who was behind the longtime G-50 Matchless efforts and in ‘67 sneaked three Honda 
Honda 450’s into Daytona at the last minute, All three came over from the factory 
and were ready to go, Some Honda people are claiming 100 Horsepower and not 
laughing. Dick Mann is the only rider on the team with Daytona experience, No first 
time Daytona entrant has ever really se the world on fire and this year will be no 
exception, For years Robb and Bryans rode one-of-a-kind special equipment, Day- 
tona calls for basically stock production machines and the Hondas will have to be 
something really special to give them the edge, Weight and handling may be a prab- 
lem, Honda may spend more than Harley to try for the win but they are still a 
relative longshot at 25 to 1.

LAS VEGAS, NEV, — In the final month 
before race week, Mint ‘400’ entries 
are puring into Las Vegas Race Head- 
quarters at a record rate, 

*'We're receiving more than a dozen 
entries a day,’’ said Race Director Mel 
Larson, ‘“‘The entries are from more 
than 20 states plus Canada and New 
Zealand.’ 

The $50,000 desert chase, known as 
the Mint “400” Del Webb Desert Rally, 
has attracted top-name drivers and Hol- 
lywood celebrities alike, Indy “500” 
winners Rodger Ward and Panelli Jones 
are seated in the first two starting posi- 
tions with actors Steve McQueen and 
James Garner starting further back 
in the pack, 

The race — richest in off-road racing 
history for both autos and motorcycles— 
guarantees $6,000 for the winners of 
each of four divisions, with nearly 
$10,000 in prize and contingency money 
going to the vehicle with the fastest 
elapsed time, 

The 400-mile desert chase is run over 
a 50-mile Southern Nevada desert loop 
which allowed only 10 percent of last 
year's competitors to finish, ‘‘The 
course is even more challenging this 
year after melting winter snows have 
washed over the course," Larson com- 
ments, 

“Тһе week of racing and festivity be- 
gins Saturday, March 21 and lasts through 
Tuesday, March 24,’’ said Larson, ‘‘A 
parade through downtown Las Vegas, led 
by Grand Marshall Buddy Hackett, ‘will 
kick-off the event, Also highlighting the 
race will be a Beauty Pageant and Vic- 
tory Banquet,’’ he continued. 

The Mint Hotel in downtown Las Vegas 
will be Race Headquarters, with the

AFM RULE CHANGES FOR 1970 


American Federation of Motorcyclists 
Los Angeles chapter President James 
Manning recently explained regulations 
changes for 1970 that are hoped to pro- 
mote larger starting fields for better 
racing and improved spectator interest 
while at the same time making high 
speed road racing safe for both Junior 
and Senior riders that will be in the 
same races, 

This year all riders except first year. 
road racers will be classed as Seniors, 
Junior riders will be required to wear 
a white 6 inch square patch on the back 
of their leathers that will identify them 
to a faster rider approaching from be- 
hind. Closing speeds in roar racing are 
very high and making the slower riders 
identifiable as Juniors will make passing 
safer for everyone on the track, 

A Junior wearing a patch my petition 
to the AFM National Representative 
after any race meet and seek permis- 
sion to remove the patch and advance to 
Senior status. 

When a rider does make the class 
shift the L.A. chapter will pay the entry 
fee for his first race, 

Entry fees will be paid per rider this 
year and a single fee will allow a rider 
to compete on as many bikes as he 
wishes, 

In the case of professional races with 
a cash purse that will draw the fastest 
west coast riders to the grid, the entry 
will be by invitation of the promoter only 
so the caliber of racers on the track at 
any one time will be equally high, 

The purse distribution in the profes- 
sional races will be left up to the pro- 
moters so it will be possible to concen- 
trate most of the money into one class, 

In fairness to all the riders who would 
not be racing in the professional events 
because of the invitational entry, the 
money races willnot count toward season 
points.

This sums up the Daytona effort for Triumph this year, High hopes

years of experience at Daytona, Back of these two stands Ralph White, a former 
Daytona winner and one of the mostunderrated road racers going. Behind these three 
experienced veterans is a pair of youngsters that can road race the pants off any 
challenger. Ron Pierce and Tom Rockwood, Pierce led Daytona last year until fall- 
ing. Rockwood came from miles back to finish a closing "th, Then Yamaha has two 
Australians, both proven champions, who will invade the big bowl for the first time, 
Kel Carruthers and Jack Findlay are the two Aussies who have piles of press clip- 
pins but no Daytona experience, The list continues with well known names such as, 
Dan Haaby, Dusty Coppage and miler, Chuck Palmgren— all three noted for their dirt 
track racing and not their road racing ability. Yamaha has a pair of aces going for 
them in the Amateur class. They were the top two Novice road racers in the nation 
last year. Both are up from the beginner ranks and both have as much or more road 
racing experience than 90% of the Daytona Experts, Texan Mike Cone, the Daytona 
and Laconia Novice winner and Californian Don Emde are the two that will carry the 
colors for Yamaha in the Amateur 100 miler than will run on Friday the 13th. These 
two would be bad luck for any challengers, Yamaha and the little 350 has come close 
the past two years. They have done everything but win, Many are already counting 
them down and out, Last year people said they couldn’t lose, this year they are 
saying they can’t win, What a difference one short year makes, This the ‘Darkhorse’ 
entry this year. Don’t weep for Yamaha until sundown on the 15th. 


THE 100 MILE COMBINED LIGHTWEIGHT EVENT: 


Since this race was originated eight years ago it has been limited to 250cc ma- 
chines. This is no longer true with a new ruling that admitted that inch for inch the 
two strokes were far faster than the four strokers, Saturday, March 14th will find 
350 and 360cc machines racing against the smaller 250's, Yamaha and their fleet of 
fast 250's will be challenged by a 350cc Harley with none other than Rayborn aboard!

Suzuki is making a comeback in the 250 race and will challenge the domination 
long held by Yamaha. The one and only time a Yamaha was given à run was by a 
Suzuki, back in ‘67, ‘ 

Kawasaki has tried for three years but has failed to give the race a run for the 
money. The Harley 250’s gave up long ago so it appears as though the lightweight 
battle shapes up with dozens of Yamaha’s, a few Suzuki’s and Rayborn’s lone Harley 
350. 

Yamaha dominated the big bore Amateur 100 mile race last year with a new one 
lap track record and then a runaway ride, They return with much more depth and a 
fleet of top rated amateurs to ride the 350's to what could be an easy victory. 

The 78 mile Novice race with the 250's could be another Yamaha sweep as they 
took nineteen of the first twenty places last year. 

Yes, this Daytona will rank as the greatest of them al1— at least until 1971. 
Records will fall in all events and riders names will take their rightful place as 
winners at America’s fastest and finest Speedway.

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TRIALS-A SPORT FOR MOTORCYCLE FINESSE 


By Gary Barton 


English trials, a motorcycle sport of 
tremendous popularity in England and 
the European continent, is becoming a 
sport of growing stature here in the 
United States. 

What are English Trials? English 
Trials are a form of motorcycle com- 
petition that requires skill and the ability 
to concentrate without the hazards of 
high speed, wheel to wheel racing. Bal- 
ance, throttle control, tip-top machine 
preparation and concentration are the 


prime ingredients for successful re- ` 


sults, 

In English Trials the rider is required 
to ride obstacle traps of water, rocks, 
mud, sand, etc, Up and down hills, 
through gullies, river beds, sandwashes 
and generally any natural obstacle that 
is challenging, Points are lost by putting 
your feet down, stalling or riding out 
of bounds. 

Bikes are placed in three classes, 
ultra-lightweight (0-125cc), lightweight 
(126-300cc), and heavyweight (301-open). 
Riders are also placed in three cate- 
gories, amateur, expert and master, 

The course can be any distance, a few 
miles or several. This depends largely 
upon the location of the day’s contest, 
Riders will generally ride the course 
twice but if it is particularly short it 
may be ridden more, Inside the course 
there will be several sections, numbered 
and classified as either amature or 
expert/master, These are the areas 
where the riders will be scored. There 
will usually be seven to fifteen of these 


sections with a scorekeeper ateach sec- 
tion, At the end of the day, the score- 
keepers sheets are tallied and the riders 
in each class with the lowest number of 
points are declared winners. Trophies 
are usually presented at the next event, 

Contests are held on the weekends 
with club members coming out onSatur- 
day to lay out the course and find chal- 
lenging sections. No one is allowed to 
ride the sections previous to the actual 
competition, 

Saturday evening will usually find this 
group around a nice cheery campfire 
with singing, storytelling and good times 
enjoyed by all, Sunday is the day of the 
Trials and after the trophy presentation 
and rider's meeting, riders are sent off 
in groups of two or three at one minute 
intervals. 

Upon reaching the sections, you can 
park your bike and walk through it, This 
will help you find the best line to take, 
The section cannot be altered, but in 
every section there will be a line of 
least resistance that will offer the most 
traction. The ability to ‘read’ the ter- 
rain is something that only comes with 
experience but is a required ingredient 
for success, 

After walking through and deciding the 
best line for you, you get back on your 
bike and wait for the scorekeepers 
signal to start through. As you approach 
the start of the section you should be 
standing on the pegs, in a suitable gear, 
usually low, and ready to enter the sec- 
tion with the bike under complete control, 
Enter as cleanly as possibly, at a speed 
suitable to the terrain and don’t be afraid 


PITS For Trials In North 


The headquarters for Northern Cali- 
fornia is the Pacific International Trials 
Society (PITS). This organization was 
founded 5 years ago with 12 original 
members, There were several reasons 
for forming the club. First of all tirals 
were almost non-existent in Northern 
California five years ago, These men 
decided they wanted more trials and 
would put them on themselves, Also, 
after a club was organized there could

to be aggressive. Throttle control is 
most important, and use the clutch as 
little as possible, Each time you dis- 
engage the clutch, power to the rear 
wheel is broken and the resulting loss 
will mean no traction, The clutch should 
only be used on extremely tight turns, 

The standing position is best position 
for several reasons, Standing will lower 
the center of gravity, allow you to move 
back swiftly to gain extra traction, and 
also allow the bike to rollover obstacles 
without having to displace all the riders 
weight, Needless to say the standing 
position should be comfortable and on 
most bikes will require some custom- 
izing. 

Handlebars are a matter of personal 
preference, but should be basically rath- 
er straight and also rather flat, Foot- 
pegs may need altering also and if so 
Should be moved back and up slightly 
from their original position, Tires should 
be of the trials or semi-knobby style 
with strong sidewalls capable of with- 
standing very low tire pressures, 

A few years ago satisfactory trials 
‘tron’ was not available in the United 
States, but today it is possible to pur- 
chase several makes of excellent trials 
bikes, These bikes are the same as those 
being used by the factory sponsored rid- 
ers in Europe, so you are able to be 
riding the very latest equipment avail- 
able, Some of the best ‘iron’ available 
are the BultacoSherpa T,Cotton,Greeves 
Pathfinder, Montesa Cota, Ossa Plonk- 
er, Saracen and Dalesman, All these 
bikes are in the lightweight class (101- 
250cc). Many other bikes are suitable 
for trials and trailbikes are extremely 


popular. 
At any trials you may attend, take time 
to observe a few riders of the Master 


class as they negotiate some of their 
extremely difficult sections, They will 
make most of the sections look easy. 
This is deceiving, because most Master 
sections are really extremely difficult 
and require the utmost in rider skilland 
concentration, The challenge and feeling 
of accomplishment in ‘cleaning’ a diffi- 
cult section are hard to describe, how- 
ever. 

English trials are becoming extremely 
popular with the wives and children also, 
and have prompted one club to have a 
womens class and also a class for kids 
under 14, Everyone has a good time and 
a trophy or two on the mantle always 
looks good, especially to the one who 
won it. 

As the popularity of outdoor sports 
continues to grow, so will the poularity 
of off the off the road sports equipment, 
The motorcycle has probably the largest 
following of off the road enthusiasts, 
Being of low cost, low mainteance and 
high reliability as well as compactness 
and also high manueverability, Trail 
riding and cross-country racing are 
proving to be two of the fastest growing 
sports in the country, English Trials will 
greatly help these riders, as it will help 
teach the fundamentals required for safe 
off the road riding. This notonly goes for 
off the road riders but road riders as 
well. Balance and skill gained in throttle, 
brake and clutch control can help any 
motorcyclits become a better rider, 


If English Trials sound interesting to 
you, come out and observe one or better 
still bring your bike along and ride in 
one. You may not win your first time out 
but you will learn much about what can 
be done on a motorcycle as well how 
much fun a bike can be, 


Jim Wilson Says, ‘Ride Trials’

In 1963 Jim had a little Honda 50 and 
learned to ride on that, “I probably 
wore it out,” he grinned, He was twelve 
then and switched to à Triumph Cub and 
it was off to the Trials, By the time he 
was thirteen he was a Master, the high- 
est you can go in Trials, : 

Even now he's switched to racing 
you'll see Jim puttering around the pits 
on a Greeves Anglian, the Greeves trials 
bike, wandering around at about half-a- 
mile per hour, looking for friends, 
checking score boards etc, and just 
generally keeping his hand in.

Talking with Jim we said how in 
Europe the biggest champions ride trials 
when there aren’t any motocross races 
going and asked if he thought it had im- 
proved his riding and what his advice to 
young riders starting out was, 

“Ride trials. It gives you absolute 
control over your machine and develops 
you balance, It might not seem com- 
petitive enough to some people but it is, 
And what you learn you may never use 
until you reach a crucial point at high 
speed in racing. Then it can make a 
difference between winning and losing. 
You know where the machine is going 
and most important you know what you 
can do with your body to correct the 
error, It just becomes automatic.'' 

So there it is, If you're starting out 
or even if you’ve started, try riding a 
trials or two. You'll pick up on some 
tricks to handling a bike you'll never 
learn at high speed on a track, In the 
latest English papers are picture of 
people like John Banks puttering along 
up a water filled rocky stream as itis 
how Europe's winter season and if it’s 
good enough for people like that maybe 
you should think a little more about rid- 
ing trials, We once asked one of the big 
European riders what he did in the win- 
ter, ‘‘Ride trials, I don’t like it as 
much as racing but it really keeps your 
hand it.”

Are you interested in English Trials? 
If you’re reading this article you’re 
either interested or at least curious, 
Some of you are probably in the dark as 
to exactly what English Trials are, Very 
popular in England Europe, trials are 
gaining in popularity here in the United 
States. In Southern California we are 
fortunate that we have an organization 
deeply dedicated to the promotion of this 
exciting motorcycle sport, 

The Southern California Trials Asso- 
ciation along with its recently formed 
affiliate, The San Diego Trials Riders 
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The Southern California Trials Association has always had a strong program of training younger

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CHOOSE YOUR TRIALS BIKE CAREFULLY 


Cotton is a marque that has been 
around for years in the Trials game, but 
like Greeves, relied on Villiers to supply 
power units for their models. Shortly 
after the stoppage of these engines, 
however Cotton was back on the scene 
with a 170cc Minarelli engine in the same 
successful frame previously used, Works

Very new to the Trials scene isavery 
well designed and built machine called 
the Saracen, It relies on a 125cc Sachs 
engine with 5 speeds and is extremely 
well balanced and light, Workmanship 
and material are excellent, Although only 





ferent manner however, than racing, 
Balance, throttle control, tip-top ma- 
chine preparation and the ability to 
traverse a wide variety of terrain are 
prime ingredients for successful results, 

Riders are required to ride sections 
marked in plastic tape or flags and are 
scored on a 0-1-3-5 point basis, Zero 
points for a clean ride of the section, 
One point for dabbing once with your 
foot. Three points for two or more dabs 
and Five Points are lost by going out of 
bounds, killing the engine, falling down 
or failing to ride the section, 

The sections consist of a course over 
natural terrain with turns and obstacles 
to tax the rider’s skill i,e. mud, water, 
rocks, sand, trees, grass, fallen logs 
etc, etc, Length of the section is deter- 
mined by the terrain, The course is 
usually four to seven miles in length and 
may contain six to twelve sections. 
Scorekeepers are stationed at each of 
the sections and record each rider's 
Score. At the end of the meet the score- 
Sheets are turned in and the scores are 
tallied. The rider with the lowest number 
of points is declared winner. In the event 
of a tie the greatest number of clean 
sections is used to decide the winner, If 
the riders have an equal amount of cleans 
a rideoff willbeheld and the best total 
score of three rides breaks the tie, 

The riders are placed in three cate- 
gories; Amateur, Expertand Master, The 
bikes are also placed in three classes: 
ultra-lightweight (0-125cc), lightweight 
(126-300cc), and heavyweight (301- 
Open). 

Entering a trials is very easy, you don't 
have to belong to any organization to 
enter, Entry fees are very nominal, 
usually about 3 dollars, The only time 
you have to join the S.C, T.A, is when 
you transfer to the Expertclass.If trials 
sound interesting to you and you think 
you may like to participate, come on out 
and start trialing! 
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hal the size of the 250's, these mini- 
trialers are beginning to make strong 
in roads in the contests and could well 
be the way to go in the future, 


All of these machines are capable of 
winning and this makes your decision 
even more difficult, All will definitely. 
lower your scores appreciably but try to 
test ride each model if possible before 
selecting. Some will feel the power of the 
larger models, some will be more im- 
portant-than the lightweight of the mini’s 
and others just the opposite, Either 
though is commendable, for, although a 
good trials bike is 50% of the battle, it is 
the rider’s ability and dedication that 
must make up the balance,

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Hear About It From Northern Champ Vic Boocock

When you first meet Victor Boocock 
on a trials course you’ll notice his 
seriousness, Between sections he'll joke 
and laugh, but when studying the sections 
he’s all business, That’s what it takes to 
be the Northern California Trials Cham- 
pion for the past five years. 

Twenty-seven year old Vic came here 
from England six years ago and has 
been in the winner’s circle ever since. 
He was one of the founding members of 
the Pacific International Trials Society, 
the dynamic Northern California club, 
which got its start five years ago, 

Mounted on Bultaco’s 250cc Sherpa T 
Vic can make anyone marvel at the 
overwhelming grace with which he con- 
trols his machine, In his case there is 
absolutely no doubt as to who is the 
master, 


When did you first start riding trials?. 
I rode in my first rials when I was 18, 
This was back in England, I rode a 4- 
year old Greeves and decided then that 
I wanted to get more involved in it, I 
soon switched to Bultaco and have been 
with them since, 


Why did you leave Britain? I was getting 
restless and decided to go out on my 
own and do some traveling, San Fran- 
cisco seemed like a good place to start, 


How did vou get to be the top trials 
rider here? Soon after I cam to the San 
Francisco area I became friends with 
the riders here, I practiced with some 
of them, and especially George Hein, an 
excellent trials rider, nearly every day 
for two years. That, I think, more than 


anything, was the experience that has 
paid off the LE

Vic's first love is trials riding, buthe 
is also a machinist, an inventor of 
mctorcycle accessories, an accom- 
plishea pilot, and an enthusiastic girl 
watcher, 


Are you sponsored by Bultaco? Yes, I 
get assorted goodies from them and the 
latest information from the factory. 


Weren’t you ever interested in riding 
in other types of motorcycle competi- 
tion? Yes, I’ve ridden motocross and 
hare scrambles, but I like the friendly 
atmosphere of trials better, When we 
practice, everyone goes out together and 
has a good time helping each other with 
the difficulties we have, 

Trials in Britain and Europe are much 
more difficult, aren’t they? Yes, definite- 
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ly. They've been riding trials many more 
years than Americans and its a profes- 
sional sport there, Here trials is more 
like a Sunday family outing. In England 
you need special licenses to participate 
and they have many extra tough trials 
only for the best experts. 

Tell us about the Scottish Six Days 
Trials which you tackled last year? Last 
year Bultaco American backed and the 
Rickman Brothers supplied me with‘a 
Sherpa T for the Scottish, I was the only 
one from the U.S, there, My aim was to 
be among those who finished, which I did, 
I came in 42nd place out of 155 finishers 
and took a First Class Award, The week 
before had been spent preparing the 
bike at Super Sam’s (Sammy Miller, the 
World Champion Trials Ricer). 

In the Scottish you get Lp at 6:30, start 
riding at 8, and finish for the day at 5, 
after covering more than 166 miles and 
usually 20 or more sections, After six 
days of that you’re really worn out. If I 
hadn’t done some running and weight 
lifting here beforehand I doubt if I would 
have been able to finish. But I enjoyed the 
competition and hope to ride in it again, 
Did you know Sammy Miller before you 
came to San Francisco? No. I met him 
here when he came to teach a trials 
School a couple of years ago, 

Is there any tyne of terrain you like best? 
Well, yes. I like lots of rocks and creek 
beds best. I don’t like it when a section 
has very tight, man-made turns, Trials 
is more of a sport when the sections are 
untouched, natural terrain, with only 
dangerous tree branches and other grave 
hazards removed. 

What do you suggest that the novice 
riders do to improve their skill? The 
most important thing is to practice, If 
you practice only once a month you'll 
never get anywhere, It helps if you have 
a natural talent for this type of riding; 
if you do, it will come to youeasier than 
the others, but you'll still need to prac- 
tice as much as possible, 

How much do you practice? I knew you'd 
ask that, and I'm afraid some people will 
be disappointed, Right now I practice 
every Sunday when there isn't a trials 
and at the trials before the Experts run, 
That's all? Right, Maybe you should tell 
the readers that I practice every day and 
run 3 miles each morning, but I don't, 
Right now I don't seem to need anything 
more than that. 

Do you always evaluate the section be- 
forehand? Yes, That is a mostimportant 
factor. Novices would do much better if 
they would evaluate the section for maxi- 
mum traction, They should look over the 
section, watcha couple riders go through, 


and then choose an imaginary line that 
they should follow. After choosing this 
line they should stick to it unless they 
get into trouble, But if you choose a line 
and change your mind when you get to it, 
youre almost always in a bind, You have 
to think things out before hand and know 
what your moves will be when you ac- 
tually ride the section, Also, if you can 
place 1 dab where it could get you out of 
a slide or help you pivot arounda corner 
you’re saving 2 points instead of getting 
a 3 if you hadn’t been so careful. 
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You said earlier that there are some 
Experts who have the potential to be 
winning now. What do you believe is 
hanging them up? Some riders get pan- 
icked when looking at a hard section. 
When I come to a section that looks bad 
I try to keep calm and cool, You have to 
keep a rein on yourself all the time. 
Don’t let anything rattle you. If you do, 
you’re sure to mess up on that section 
and perhaps even blow the next few 
sections because you’re any at yourself, 
If you do mess up on a section don’t let 
it get to your heard, Maybe get off by 
yourself to cool down and forget it. 
Do you work on your own bike? Of course, 
I do all my own work, That's just a part 
of being a rider, If I didn't do my own 
work I would not know the capabilities of 
my machine. 

Do you have any special maintenance 
tips you could pass on? There are all 
sorts of little tricks you can do to take 
care of your bike, After every trial I 
almost completely disassemble my bike 
and put it together again like new, This 
way I know what condition everything is 
in, I safety wire both my exhaust pipe 
and the sprocket, With so much jarring 
you never know when essential partsare 
going to come loose, If you get your bash 
plate bashed in be sure to benditback to 
the original so it will give your engine 
protection the next time, To help pre- 
serve your chain soak it in oil, Check all 
nuts and bolts and tighten them if neces- 
sary. Don't forget to dry out the brake 
drums and check them for wear, Give 
your bike a thorough top to bottom check- 
up each time and remember to carry your 
tools with you always. If your bike isn't 
in its prime condition for a trials you’re 
starting out with a great handicap. 

ро you think these bikes under 250cc 
we’ve seen at trials lately will give the 
250's a run for the money? I personally 
don't think so, There are, of course, 
certain riders who can do marvelous 
things on them, but if they were mounted 
on a 250 they'd be doing evern better, In 
fact I. wouldn't mind seeing even bigger 
displacements — like a 350 trials bike, 
which used to be the king. 

Was trials grown in the U.S. since you've 
been here? Oh, yes, Things are really 
picking up here. When I first came here 
there were 2-3 trials a year, Now in 
Northern Californía alone PITS and other 
motorcycle clubs put on about 20 a year. 
In Southern California there are even 
more, Trials is catching on, probably 
because it is a novelty from any other 
kind of motorcycle event. Also the kids 
involved don’t need racing cards since 
it isn’t a speed competition, 

Wow do you think trials will grow in the 
future? I would like to see it become a 
real competitive sport. If we became 
more professional everyone could work 
harder at getting better and our skill 
would grow. Then we could possible host 
the Europeans over here and vice versa. 
Something like the Inter-Ams we now 
have for motorcross, Without a doubt 
Americans want to get together with the 
Europeans in competition, The ISDT of 
last year showed the U.S, interest in 
‘international competition when 27 
Americans showed up to ride. I figure 
that in three years we will be at the 
European, and especially the English 
level of professionalism and skill, This 
is what I’m really looking forward to 
since I’m one who loves any kind of 
competition. 
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The Yamaha street scramblers can be set up as a suitable trials mount with a little effort and 


judgment. Replacement of the seat, relocation of the foot pegs and internal gearing changes are 
some of the key modifications. 


Set Up Your Yamaha For Trials

Highly sophisticated Trials motor- 
cycles are getting more common and 
easier to buy, These out-of-the-box 
cycles leave nothing to desire, unless a 
person has a desire to own a competi- 
tive machine that is not just another 
production model. Mark Miick of Colo- 
rado Springs is one of these, He bought 
a 175 Yamaha Enduro because of its 
versatile on the road, off the road fea- 
tures. Becoming more interested in 
Trials he decided against buying a pro- 
duction Trials iron and he went to work 
on his bike with some help from Bill 
Brokaw, his dealer, 

The bike is not yet completed, Plans 
are to build a different exhaust system 
and oil tank that will slim the bike for 
leg clearance, To date the modifications 
and set up are these: The front loop is 
a 3,00 x 21”? Metzler knobby, An alloy 
fork brace for more positive steering. 
A raised plastic frontfender, Handlebars 
are scrambler type that have been rebent 
to provide a flatter grip angle. Fork 
Stops were ground down to allow the 
greatest turning without the forks strik- 
ing the gas tank, A small solo saddle 
was fitted. Rear tire is a 4,00 X 18" 
Dunlop Trials, Internal gearing was 
changed by fitting the low gear set from 
Yamahas close ratio racing gear set, 
This brought low gear closer to second, 
Final drive is a 12/55 sprocket com- 
bination. Footrests were built using 
Bates competition folding weld-on units, 
The right side peg was brought in line 
with the swing arm pivot and the broke 
pedal was shortened on both the pedal and 
lever ends, This maintained approxi- 
mately original leverage. The left side 
footrest is mounted approximately 3" 
to the rear of the right side peg, The 
gear lever was then shortened and re- 
verse. This staggered arrangement of

the footrests enables the rider to bal- 
ance his body on the machine without 
tugging on the handlebars, 

The torque characteristics of the Ya- 
maha 175cc engine are very good, The 
bike is impressive to ride and there is 
little doubt that it will beatrophy getter. 


1970 Berkshire Intl. 
Trial Set For 
May 16 & 17 


The tiny rural village of Middlefield, 
Mass. in the heart of the Berkshire Hills 
will host some 400 trail riding enthusi- 
asts for the 6th annual Berkshire Trials 
this coming May. The Berkshire is the 
only event of its kind presently held in 
the U.S.A., a two day cross country trial 
patterned after the International Six 
Days Trials, held for 44 years in Europe, 

Because of its ISDT nature, the Berk-
